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THAT THE SOUTH HAS LED 


Increase of the South Is Very Small, 
but =° Will Serve—Rapid De- 
crease in Growth of Popu- 
lation in the West. 


Washington, January 13.—The director 
of the cénsus announced today the per- 
centage of increase of population in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, showing for 
the last decade a rapid decrease from 
the previous rate of growth of popula- 
tion in the west, a less marked, but 
decided decrease in the north and a 
Slight increase in the south. For the 
first time in the history of this country 
the population of the south has increased 
somewhat more rapidly than that of the 
north. The east geographically is in- 
cluded in’ the term north. The rate of 
the growth in the north, west and south 
is far more nearly the same than it 
has ever been. The official announce- 
ment divides the country as follows: 

West—From the Pacfic to the eastern 
boundary of Montana, Wyoming, Colo- 
rado and New Mexico; north and south. 
the respective sides of a line formed by 
the Potomec and Ohio rivers and the 
southern boundaries of Missouri and 
Kansas, 

The percentage of increase from 186C 
to 1880 was 61.9 in the north, 8.4 in the. 
south and 185.6,in the west, while in the 
last 'twenty years, 1880 to 1900, it was 
48.7 in the north, 48.5 in the south, and 
131.5 in the west. 

Prior to the civil war the northern 
states neurly doubled in population with 
each twenty years, while in the south- 
ern states the increase of population 
was only about two-thirds as _ great. 
Since 1860 the rate of growth in both 
parts of the country ‘has been much 
less. While the rate of growth in the 
north has decreased steadily, that in 
the south during the last twenty years 
has been slightly greater than during 
the twenty years from 1860 to 1880. Dur- 
-ing the Jast twenty years there has been 
ne substantial 
growth of the two sections.

$144,000,000 to $138,500,000. He was asked, by 
Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, why the

Mr. Rixey, of Virginia, submitted an ar- 
gument in favor of a bill introduced by 
him today to admit confederate veterans 
to national soldiers’ homes and to ex- 
tend the same national aid to state 
confederate homes in the south as was 
extended to state union homes. Mr. 
Rixey said that a somewhat similar 
bill introduced by him in the last 
congress had provoked considerable hods- 
tility and criticism in the South and in 
the north, but he believed the time had 
come when the doors of union homes 
could be opened to confederate veter- 
ans. 

The restrictions against confederates 
participating in the government and @ex- 
confederates holding commissions in the 
armv and navy having been removed 
he argued that the soldiers’ home bar- 
rier which stands across the path of 
ex-confederate soldiers also should be 
removed.

These were, he said, from the 
mountain districts of the state and as 
men they habitually carry arms, no sig- 
nificance could be attached to the fact 
that they apeared at this meeting armed. 
The meeting, he added, was quite as re- 
spectable as many over which Mr. Black- 
burn had presided and had been held for 
the purpose of demanding fair play. He 
said Sharp had beén a confederate sol- 
dier and a democrat until 1896, and that 
his nomination had been canvassed by 
Senator Lindsay before -his retirement 
and practically promised by President 
McKinley before the latter's death. 

It was stated on behalf of the com- 
mittee on judiciary, which reported the 
nomination, that the committee had dis- 
covered nothing derogatory to Mr. Sharp's 
character. The nomination was confirm- 
ed by a vote of 33 to 17.

|} Attempt To Nationalize the Drain- 


age Canal of Chicago. 

Washington, .January, 33, —The proj>ct 
of giving a national: aspect to the Chi- 

cago drainage canal, making it a link in 
water connection b¢etween the great lakes 
and the gulf, was considered today by 
the houge committee..on rivers and har- 
bers. Two delegations from Chicago were 
present, one ineluding the officers of the 
sanitary district interested in this larger 
project, and ancther headed by former 
Representative Adams, of Chicago, who 
apredred in advocacy in improved navi- 
gation facilities, including turning basirs 
in the Chicago river, The latter projcct 
was first presented by Mr. Adams, who 
expiained the vast magnitude cf the com- 
merce on the river and the difficulties 
ywiti dangers incident to navigation at this 
time. The city is making extensive im- 
provements, widentng the channel, erect- 
ing the most modern bridges, etc., costings 
in the aggregate about $11,000,000. .All of 
this benefited the general navigation in- 
tcrests, and it was desired that the fed- 
eral government supplement The work by 
providing turning pasins to cost about 
$500,000, 

W. H. Baker, chairman of the commit- 
tee representing the canal trustees, stated 
the general purposes of the project of ex- 
tending that waterway to the Mississippi 
and thence giving a deep water channel 
to St. Louis. For,the present the com- 
mittee asked only @ government survey 
to develop the féeasinility and advantages 
of the plan, this survey to cost $200,000, 
Mr. Baker did rot go into the general 
merits of the prcject, saying that the ar- 
guments were the same as. those so > fully 
presented last year. 

Chairiman Burton statéd-in this connec- 
tion that the members of the committe» 
personelly examined the project last sum- 
mer and were familiar with its general 
features.

PANAMA AGENT 


Searching Questions Put to 
M. Lampre by Senator 
from Alabama. 


SOME OF MONEY WILL GO 
TO FIRST STOCKHOLDERS 


Lampre Contends That the New Com- 
pany Has a Perfect Right To 
Sell—New Company Owns 
the Panama Rail- 
road. 


Washington, January 13-The senate 
committee on inter-oceenic canals held 
a session today and M. Lampre, of the 
Panama Canal Company, .was again be- 
fore it. Senator Morgan questioned him 
very closely and.at length, going over the 
examination .of Saturday, but not bring- 
ing out any new facts of especial im- 
The committee will meet again 
tomorrow. 


Senator Morgan questioned M. Lampre - 
especially. concerning the interest of thé ° 


stockholders of the old Panama Canal 
Company in the pending transaction. 
M. Lampre stated that under the agree- 
ment of the new. company with the old 
company, the stockholders of the latter 
concern would receive 60 per cent of the 
proceeds of the sale. He said that under 
the original subscription agreement of 
the old company, the stockholders had 
been entitled to interest amcunting to 5 
per cent per annum on thejr subscrip- 
tions even while the canal was under 
construction, but that the interest had 


been suspended when the old company. 


had went into liquidation. He also said 
that an agreement had been reached 
with the liquidator as the representative 
of the old company that in case of the 
Sale of thg property he should ap- 
point two arhifrators while the new com- 
pany appointed two, these four to select 
the fifth, ani that all five should unite 
in- making an equitable distribution of 
the proceeds of the Sale. 
Power of New Company. 

He contended that under the French 
law the new company had a. perfect right 
to make the tfansfer, notwithstanding 
the interest of the old company. 

“TIT wish,’’ he said, ‘‘to make this per- 
fectly clear and want the committee 
to understand that the new company 
is entitled to make a clear and perfect 
transfer to the United States. It would 
be legitimate to make the transfer with- 
out the interference of the old company 
but to make the way perfectly clear 
and to prevent any possible entangicment 
we made an agreement with the liquida- 
tor of the old canal company to the 
effect that we should have absolute au- 
thority to deal directly with the govern- 
ment of the Unfted States.’ 

“Did you. make a similar agreement 
with the liquidator of the bond holders?’ 
asked Senator Morgan. 

In response to this inquiry, M. Lampre 
said: 

“He did not appear in the 
but «+e gave the liquidator of the old 
company authority. to enter the agree- 
ment.’ 

Senator Morgan—“Could the new com- 
pany sell the property and put the pro- 
ce@ds in its pocket and not share them 
with the old company?” 

M. Lampre—‘‘Yes: it could do so under 
the authority of the stockholders’ meet- 
ing.” 

Transaction a Sale. 

Senator Morgan—‘‘Then the transaction 
between the two canal companies must 
have been a sale to the new company 
without reference to the bonds of the 
stock held by the old company?” 

M. Lampre—‘‘Yes; it was a sale, but one 
of the conditions of the transaction was 
that we should give 60 per cent of tne 
money received to the old company.” 

M. Lampre said of the 70,000 shares of 
stock of the Panama Railroad Company, 
the new Panama Canal Company owns 
68,534 and that the railroad had last year 
paid dividends to the canal company 
amounting to 400,000 francs. He said, 
however, that he knew nothing about the 
details of the management of the rail- 
road company.

Wilhelms Haven, Germany, January 
13.--The imperial vacht Hohenzollern will 
sail for New York January 18. The band 
of the second naval division will go to 
the United States on board the emperor's 
yacht. 

Berlin, January 13.—Admiral Prince 
Henry, of Prussia, will be attended on 
his visit to the United States by Captains 
Schmidt, Schwendt and Von Egby and 
by several high marine officers not vet 
selected. Captain Von Egby is the son 
of Colonel Ven Egbv, who some vears ago 
resigred from the army for the purpose 
c{ devoting the remainder of his life to 
the work or uniting the Christian 
churches of Germany into a creedless 
society. 

Prince Henry and party will sail Feb- 
ruarv 5, on a passenger steamer. The im- 
perial yacht Hohenzollern will sail Sat- 
urday, January 1s. cr Sunday, January 19, 
touching at Gibraltar, the Cape de Verde 
islands and the island of St. Thomas. 
The yacht wilt be commanded by Admiral 
Count Von Baudissin, whose staff in- 
cluded Captain Von Holleben, a kinsman 
of the German ambassador at Washing- 
ton, and wili be manned by her usual 
crew.

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POLISH BACKS: 
TO ESCAPE ROD 


Quley Foes Germany Ta 
Abandon Thrashing. Policy, 


Von Buelow Announces That Rod 
Will No Longer Be Used in Po- 
lish Schools—He Declares 
That He _ Follows 
Bismarck. 


Berlin, January 13.—The imperia!? chan- 
celior, Count Vor Buelow, replied in the 
lower house of the diet today to interpel- 
lations ‘elative ie*the Polish question in 
Prussia. The natioral liberals desired to 
know how Germanism was to be uph:2id, 
While the Polish members bitterly criti- 
cised tre recent events at Wreschen, de- 
claring that the sentences of the court's 
“must have caused justice to veil her 
face in shame.” 

Von Buelow stated that the incidents at 
Wreschen had been exaggerated and had 
been utilized to plunge Germany into in- 
ternecine difficultiés. What had _ oc- 
curred was the fault of the Po‘ish agita- 
tion, and not of the Prussian school sy3- 
tem. No one prevented the Poles from 
speakirg Polish, but they must also 
learn to speak German and participate 
in the German work of civilization. 

The chancellor disclaimed all desire to 
slight the Catholics, saying the govern- 
went’s policy was neither Protestant nor 
‘atholic, just as his relicy was neither 
liberal nor conse1vative 

He Follows Bismarck. 

“T know,” added the chancellor, ‘only 
one policy, just as I know only single, 
individuai nation. The questions at is- 
fue in the eastern provinces are not re- 
ligious, Fut national, thanks to our pro- 
tection. There has arisen a community 
ef Polish citizens, which has now taken 
up the ieadersrip of Polish apitation in 
a fantastical spirit. and which is closely 
connected with the Polish colonization 
commission. Now that these national 
conflicts are forced upon us, only two 
pussible courses ar’ open, either to allow 
ourselves to be vanquished without a 
struggie or to protect our skins. We 
cannot allow the rocts of Prussian 
strength to rot. The Polish question is 
the most important before the nation, 


‘and on its settlement depends the devel- 


cpment of the immediate future of our 
fatherland. Our policy is unchangeable. 
lf need be, we shall provide further 
mears to improys the condition of the 
Germaft peasantry, promote industry ard 
establish garrisons. We hope to be able 
to cope with the situaticn with the exist- 
ing legislation. We entortain no doubt of 
the leyalty of the members of this house, 
but I beg the house to have no doubt 
about the d'sloyaiiy of the Potish agita- 
tion.’’ 

The chancellorsconcli. ded’ by assuring 
the Germaps of ezst Prvussja that the 
government would not deviate in the 
slightest from the track laid out bv “that 
greatest German,’ the late Prince Bis- 


marck. 
Rod Not’To Be Used. 

Count Von Budlow is tegarded as hav- 
ing handled’ the vexed Polish question, 
complicated as it is with hitter religious 
controversies, with much skill.

Walter Martinez, Delegate 
from Chile, Bolts Pan- 
American Congress. 


GROSS INSULT TO MEXICO 
AS HE WALKED FROM HALL 


Martinez Was Offended by a Ruling 
of President Raigosa and Charged 
Chicanery—<Action of the 
Chilean Has Caused a 
Sensation. 


Mexico City, January 13.—This’ morn- 
ing’s session of the Pan-American con- 
ference had been dull enough when, 
toward the end, a ripple of excitement 
was created. It began with an amend- 
ment looking to the suppression of the 
final protocol in order, as recently tel- 
egraphed to the Associated Press, to 
enable the compulsory plan of arbitra- 
tion to be reported to the cpnference. 
This amendment was carried by thirty 
votes. Chile abstained from _ voting. 
The vote excited great interest, as it 
was a forecast that the advocates of 
compulsory arbitration were gging to 
have their way in insisting that the 
plan be reported to the conference. The 
Suppressing of the final protocol was the 
removal of an obstacle. 

Then Senor Pardo, of Mexico, arose 
and offered a _ substitute directing that 
all treaties reported by the conference 
to the department of foreign relations 
should be drawn up in Spanish, French, 
Portuguese and English. It was proposed 
that this amendment should be put at 
once to a vote. Thereupon Walker Mar- 
tinez, of Chile, remarked that the hour 
of adjournment had passed, it being 
after 1 o’clock. It was provided, he 
said, by article 16 of the rules, that ses- 
sions should begin at 10 o'clock and end 
at 1. 

President Flaigosa called Walker Mar- 
tinez’ attention to the fact that the ses- 
sion had not begun vntil nearly 1l. There- 
upon Walker Martinez arose from his 
place and walked out of the hall, say- 
ing audibly as he did so: 

“There is no answering that. This is 
& species of chicanery to which the 
people of this country are accustomed.” 

Immediately afterwards, upon the cour- 
teous request of Blest Gana, of Chile, 
the cNair adjourned the session. 

It is claimed that one effect the act 
of Walker Martinez’ will almost certainly 
be that if the Mexicans have now to 
choose between taking the side of the 
Chileans or the other South Americans 
in the arbitration dispute which ts not 
quite settled, they will be decidedly in- 
clined to the latter. The Peruvian, Ar- 
gentina, Venezuela, Paraguay, Bolivian 
and Dominican delegations attended this 
morning’s session . not Signifying any 
abatement o1 their claims, but as a mark 
of conciliatoriness and deference to Mex- 
ico and the United States. 

No definite solution of the arbitration 
difficulty has been reached. A meeting 
this afternoon between the Mexicans 
and South Americans favorable to a 
compulsory plan lasted several hours and 
adjourned until tomorrow morning at 11 
o'clock without coming to a definite de- 
cision. 

Late? the introduction of the compul- 
sory plan of arbitration into the. confer- 
ence Was agreed upon, only minor details 
remaining to be settled.

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REY. DAVID SHAVER DEAD| 


Was One of Georgia’s Best-Known 
Baptist Preachers. 


DIED AT SON’S AUGUSTA HOME 


Formerly Edited The Christian In- 
dex—Later Was with Theologi- 
cal Seminary in Atlanta. 


Augusta, Ga., January 13.—(Special.)— 
The Rev. David Shaver, D.D., one of the 
oldest Baptist preachers in Georgia, died 
tonight at the home of his gon, David 
Shaver, Jr. 

Born in Abingdon, Va., in 1821, he threw 
himself into the work of the ministry 
early in fife, and besides churches at 
Lynchburg, Richmond and Hampton, he 
was also the editor and proprietor of 
The Richmond Religious Herald, the Bap- 
tist orgar. of Virginia, before and dur- 
ing the war. In Richmond he was the 
pastor of the Grace street and Second 
Baptist churches. 

Before reaching middle age he was 
recognized as a leader in his denomina- 
tion, and his writings were quoted in 
Baptist circles throughout the English- 
spéaking world 

Formerly Lived in Atanta. 

Soon after the close of the war he 
came to Atlanta as the editor in chief 
of The Christian Index, and in that 
capacity was soon widely and favorably 
known throughout this region. In 1874 he 
resigned and accepted the pastorate of 
Calvary Baptist church in Augusta. 

For many years he was prominent and 
influential in the conventions of the 
southern Baptists, and at Memphis in 
1874 one of these assemblies passed a 
resolution declaring it to be the desire 
of that body to make-Dr. Shaver the 
editor of The Soufhern Bapfist Review, 
when the time was ripe for the establish- 
ment of such a periodical. 

In 1878 he was.elected to a professor- 
ship in the Baptist Theological seminary 
of Atlanta, where he served until fail- 


fing health and advancing years caused 
i him 


to retire. 

Dr. Shaver was a liberal-minded man 
and the ministers and members of other 
denominations loved him and frequently 
asked him to fill their pulpits. 

He was a scholarly man, a hard stu- 
dent all his life, and few men ever pos- 
sessed intellects that would compare 
with his in the successful results of 
systematic training. 

He was not merely a theologian. In 
general literature and scleritific knowl- 
edge he was so proficient that he would 
have filled with credit any chair {In our 
colleges. In belles lettres he was well 
versed. While a logician, and a master 
of the art of controversy with the pen, 
he appreciated the power of a finished 
literary style, and many of his ablest 
contemporary writers spoke of his Addi- 
sonian English. 

Fis Was a Gifted Pen. 

Sometimes in his leisure moments he 
wrote poetry, and the privileged friends 
who read his verses were charmed with 
them, and he was urged to give them to 
the public in book form, but he mod- 
estly refused, and it was also difficult 
to persuade him to sign his name to his 
best work, or to take the part of a leader 
in any movement. He preferred -to re- 
main in the background, aiding his 
friends, and giving: them’ fhe posts of 
honor. 

Even in his advanced years he was 
youthful in spirit, and he was always a 
favorite with the, young ofboth sexes. 

In every respect Dr. Shaver was a very 
rémarkable man. He belonged to a 
strong family. One of his. brothers, 
Leonidas, was a noted United States 
judge in Utah, who was supposed to 
have been poisoned at the instigation 
of Brigham Young, and another, Ferdi- 
nand. was a leading Methodist preacher 
in Alabama.

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TRAIN TRAVELS OFF TRACK 


Car Goes for Three Miles After 
Jumping Rails. 


CAUSED DAMAGE ON THE LINE 


It Is Believed That but for Discover- 
ing Broken Links Wreck Would 
Have Occurred. 


Carrollton, Ga., January 13.—(Special.)— 
A nortnbound through freight train run- 
ning frcm Griffin to Chattanooga .per- 
formed a micst unusual feat near this 
city Saturdcy night about 7 o’clack. 

The train, which is due here early in 
the morving. wa8S almost a day late. At 
Martin’s tank, 3 miles below here, a car 
in the middle of the long train appears 
to have had one set of the trucks under 
it jump the track. They remained off 
undiscovered until they struck the Dixte 
street crossing in this city. Here they 
remounted the rails, after having run 
rearly 3 miles on the flanges of the rail 
and vrogstiez:. The train came up to the 
etation here all right.

He immed?i- 
ately communicated it to the station 
agent, and all section hands were ordered 
out. It took three kegs of spikes to tem- 
pcrarily fasten the loosened rails. 

The morning accommodation from Car- 
roliton to Griffin, -unccnscious of its 
danger, hat made its regular schedule 
over the injured track, but the through 
trains on this division yesterday had to 
creep along this part as the repairing 
forces obstructed its way. All trains were 
delayed and are not running on. time 
yet, as if will take about three days with 
all available forces to restore the track 
to its normal condition. 

In an hour or more, had not the dis- 
covery been made, the through heavy 
fast mails would have passed over, and 
a wreck, it is believed, would have been 
almost inevitable.

UNDER ARREST 


J. P. Withers, of Beaumont, 
Is Accused of a String 
of Forgeries. 


FORMERLY AT HEAD 
OF AMERICAN NATIONAL 


Sfortage to Bank Claimed To Have 
Been Made Good and Matter 
Dropped by the Directors, 
but Gcvernment Took 
It. Up. 


Beaumont, Tex., January 13.—J. P. 
Withers, who, until December 1, was 
president of the American National bank 
cf this city, was today arrested by 4 
céputy United States marshal at Kansas 
City on the charge of forgery said to ag- 
gregate $37,000. : 

Withers came here -during the boom 
that followed the discovery of oil, asso- 
clated several capitalists with him and 
crganized the’ “American National bauk:, 
he béing made president of the bank. He 
served in this capacity until the date 
mentioned, when he was succeeded by B. 
R. Norvelle, of this city. Mr. Withers ieft 
the city immediately after his successor 
wus elected and Was heard from no more 
until the news came thet he had been 
arrested in Kansas City. 

Forgeries Charged to Him. 

Hon, D. H. Hardy, who was attorney 
for the bank up to the time of the re- 
organization on December 1, was asked 
&bout the charge against Withers. 

“‘He is charged with forgery of the fol- 
lowing paper,” Mr. Hardy repliead: “W. 
H. Bean & Son, of Howe, Tex., note fer 
$¢6.240; Howe Grain and Mercantile Com- 
lén>, note for $5,500; Hirge-Forbes Com- 
pany, of Sherman, Tex., $10,223: Tom 
Fiverhart, Sherman, $7,000; also with forg- 
ing $9,000 worth of stock of the First Na- 
tlonal bank of Howe in the name of Tom 
Everhart.”’ 

“Has he been indicted on charges of 
forgery?’’ was asked. 

“I do not know further than I am in- 
formed so. I understand that he has been 
indicted by the grand jury of this coun- 
ty. 1 further understand that complaint 
has been made against him in these 
matters before the United States com- 
missioner here, and that the commis- 
sioner issued a warrant for Withers’ ar- 
rest. I also understand Withers has 
been arrested at Kansas City by the 
United States marshal.”’ 

“Was Withers short to the bank?’ 

“Yes, he was short in all about $65.,- 
000, but he made this good in a way sat- 
isfactory to the bank. The bank is in a 
stronger condition now than before. 


Novelle Is Reticent. 


B. R. Novelle, who succeeded Withers 
as president of the bank, was seen, but 
he. said that he would rather not make a 
statement concerning Withers’ alleged 
crimes, since they were said to have oc- 
curred at a time prior to his connection 
with the bank, He would say, however, 
that Withers’ alleged shortage to the 
bank had been made good, and that the 
directors of the bank had concluded to 
drop the matter, but the examiner had 
taken it up. 

Not a great deal of, Withers’ history in 
known here. He organized a bank at 
Sherman, _Tex., about two years ago, 
and was made president. Friction arose 
between Withers and the directors and 
a new. president. was. elected. He is 
said to have married the daughter of a 
wealthy Chicago gentleman who is in- 
terested with the Barber Asphalt Com- 
pany. 

Withers has been indicted by the Jef- 
ferson county grand jury for forging 
the papers mentioned by Mr. Hardy. 
Complaint has also been made against

Has Been Called Te Meet Next Friday 
Morning. 


WILL PLAN FOR’ TROOPS 


Governor To Act on Board’s Deci- 
sion Regarding the Apportion- 
ment of the Fund Set Aside 
by State for the Citi- 
zen Soldiery. 


It is only a question of a short time 
now before the appropriation of that 
$20,000, which was made to the state mi- 
litia, will decided. Up to this time 
the governor has not announced how this 
money is to be apportioned, and the mil- 
itary advisory board has been directed 
to meet Friday morning at the capitol to 
consider the matter. 

Since the passage of the military ap- 
propriation bill, Governor Candfér has 
been in somewhat of a quandary. Some 
of the field officers cf the state militia 
have expressed themselyes as in favor 
of having the amount get aside for en- 
campment purposes, others wish it ap- 
plied to the rent of armories, while others 
want it used for the purpose of having 
an encampment at Savannah for rifle 
practice, and still others favor allowing 
each company to have an encampment in 
its own particular territory. 

Officials and citizens of Griffin have 
made the plea that that city gave the 
grounds for an encampmént anid erected 
suitable buildings at considerable ex- 
pense with the express understanding 
that annual encampments of state troops 
should be held there. In consequence of 
these varied views the governor's task 
was no easy one, so he has decided to 
leave it to the members of the advisory 
board for final determination. 

Board Is To Meet. 

The law requires the governor to hold 
in reserve about $6,000 of the amount ap- 
propriated to meet the expenses of riots. 
There is also about $1,000 coming over 
from last year as unexpended. This 
would make the amount in hand for mil- 
itary purposes $21,000, but with the $6,000 
riot reserve there will only be $15,000 for 
‘encampment expenses or rental of ar- 
mories. 

As a result of the governor's decision 
to lay the matter before the military ad- 
visory board, Adjutant General Robert- 
son caused the following order to be is- 
sued yesterday: 

General Orders No. 2.—The military advisory 
board is hereby directed to meet at the state 
capitol, Atlanta, Friday, January 17, 1902, 
at 10 o'clock a. m., for the transaction of such 
business relating to the military establishment 
as may be laid before it. Without uniform.

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Two delightful concerts were given at 
the Grand yesterday by Innes and his 
band, and both matinee and night per- 
formances were applauded by pleased 
and appreciative audiences.

OFF POLICE DEBTS 


Board Thinks Men Cannot Live and 
~ Pay Their Old Debts. 


FOOD PRODUCTS ARE HIGH 


‘On $2 a Day It Is All the Policemen 
“Can Do To Support Their Fami- 
lies—So Old Debts Will 
Have To - Wait 
Awhile. 


Commissioner Amos- Fox made the 
Statement at the meeting of the police 
board last night that owing to the ad- 
Yance in the price of food products he 
had taken the liberty as the chairman of 
the debt committee to allow policemen to 
put off the payment of their old debts 


until times got Detter. 

The announcement was accompanied 
with a very interesting statement about 
the hard time many “members of the po- 
lice force were having trying to live on $2 
a@-day while food. was costing more than 
it had for years. 

“I am the chairman of the committee 
appointed to see that members of this de- 
partment paid their just debts,” said 
Commissioner’ Fox, “and I have’ en- 
Geavored in the past to see that all just 
debts were paid by our men; but recently 
I have ascertained, after a carefu] in- 
Vestigation, that a policeman cannot live 
On $2 a day and pay the high prices now 
Gemanded for food products, Everything 
in the food line except sugar has gone to 
the high water mark. Ifa policemanyhas 
a wife and four or five children 
tO pay house rent, doctor's bills, coai bills 
@nd grocery bills, he cannot pay his old 
dicbts and live at the same time. So 1 de- 
cided to allow the men to keep off the old 
debts for a while at least. Recent debts 1 
think they should be required to pay, but 
the old ones should be made to wait ‘a 
wee and dinna weary,’ as the Scotch say: 
I hope this board will indorse what t 
have done, for J believe it is but just a 
fair to the men who are working har 
end struggling to support their families.’’ 

Commissioner Brotherton moved to rati- 
fy the action of Commissioner Fox and 
the vote was unanimous. 

*“T am sorry,’ remarked Commissioner 
Fox afterwards, (“‘that the men to whom 
the money is due will have to wait, but 
‘at the same time if « merchant thinks he 
cannot collect a bill out of a policeman he 
can refuse to sell him on credit. If times 
get better and the prices of food products 
take a reasonable tumble, the policemen 
will be required tosettle up back accounts, 
but just now they need their $2 a day 
and more if they can get it.”

The conductors say it seems 
to be a practice with a few women, 
and men, too, to demand change for 
a larger yhece of money than thry 
present, and they have to be on the 
lookout for them. 

“The conductor frequentiv 
troublesome propositions to deal with. 
I saw a middle-aged lady get on a 
car the other day sand take one of the 
seats assigned to negroes, though there 
were vacant seats nearer the front. The 
conductor asked her -politely to sit far- 
ther front, but she indignantly refused. 
Pretty soon a negro woman got on the 
ear, and the seat by this lady being 
the only one of those assigned to ne- 
groes that was left vacant, shé took 
it. The lady promptly moved at that, 
and charging the conductor with putting 
an indignity upon her, she promised to 
report him at once. 

“Of course, it was all her fault, and 
if she ever reported the matter the 
conductor, who is one of the most careful 
and obliging in the city, has evidently 
never heard from it, for he is still 
at work. 

“Conductors are not always as polite 
and attentive as they should be, but 
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they undogbtedly have a greek deg] to 
contend with. Women who travel a few 
times over a line ‘often ‘expect every 
conductor to know just where they want 
to get off without being told, and when 
they do not they simply have to Stand 
and take their scolding tn silence. 

“There is one thing’ the conductors of 
Atlanta ought to be taught and made to 
observe, and that the right of way 
belongs to exits. Nobddy should be al- 
lowed to get on a car until all the pas- 
sengers who desire to do so have alight- 
ed. This.is a lega? right. of the - pas- 
Senger who has paid for transportation, 
and by observing this rule closely much 
confusion and sometimes accidents may 
be avoided.”

Official Visiting Committee To Start for 
Havana Tomorrow. 


TWENTY MISSION STATIONS 


All. Will Be Inspected by the Com- 
mittee Composed of Dr. Lan- 
drum, Dr. McConnell and 
Judge Hillyer—To Be 
Gone Two Weeks. 


The official visiting committee from the 
Baptist home mission board of the south, 
accompanied by a numter of prominent 
Baptists from Atlanta, from Virginia and 
North Carolina, will leave here tomorow 
for Havana, Cuba, where they go to in- 
spect the Baptist missions the island 
and to confer with the missionaries 
charge of them with reference to 
church work and its needs. 

The official committee is composed of 
Dr. Ww. W. Landrum, president; 
Dr. F. Cc. McConnell, 
ing secretary, and Judge | 
Liillver, chairman the commit- 
tee on mission work in Cuba, of the 
home mission board of the Southern Bap- 
tist convention. These will be accompa- 
nied by a number of prominent Baptists 
from Dr. McConnell’s former congrega- 
tion in Lynchburg, Va4., several from 
North Carolina and perhaps others from 
Atlanta. They will reach Havana Sat- 
urday morning and will remain in Cuba 
about ten days. 

It ie customary for a body like this to 
visit Cuba every year. There are twenty 
Baptist missions in Cuba In charge of 
as many missionaries. Many of these 
missions have schools attached, and are 
furnishing the natives a mental as well 
as a moral education. It is to visit and 
inspect these missions and to confer with 
the missionaries: in charge of them that 
the committee is making the trip to Cu- 
ba. and it will visit each one of the sta- 
tions and counsel with those in charge 
with reference to extending the work of 
propagating the Chirstian religion in the 
island. 

The work of the Baptist missions there 
fs prospering and they are possessed of 
gome considerable property at different 
points in the island. The Baptist church 
government, which is independent and 
republican in its character, is becoming 
quite popular with many of. the Cubans. 
Each church is a distinct government in 
itself, under no outside control, and that 
government is exercised wholly by the 
congregation.

LADIES’ AUXILIARY 
ASKS GITY FOR AID 


Delegation Appeared Before Fi- 
nance Committee of Council. 


OFFER VALUABLE LOT 


_FOR NEEDED ADDITION

gi REPRESENTATIVE delegation of 
A the Grady Hospital Aid Society, of 

which Mrs. Robert J. Lowry is 
president, met yesterday morning in the 
councll chamber with the finance com- 
mittee of that body, Mr. E. C. Kontz, 
chairman, presiding. 

The object of the meeting was that the 
ladies might offer to the city a corner lot 
adjoining the hospital grounds and one 
recéssfary in the enlargement of the in- 
stitution. 

The ladies representing the auxiliary 
were Mrs. Robert J. Lowry, Mrs. E. L. 
Connally, Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, Mrs. 
Robert Clayton, Mrs. W. S. Everett, Miss 
Jennie English, Miss Sallie Brown, Miss 
Mary Brown Connally, Miss Isma Dooly. 

The board of trustees of tne hospital 
Were represented by Mr. Joseph Hirsch, 
Mr. E. W. Martin and the board of physi- 
clans by Dr. James G. Baird. Mrs. 
lowry, president of the Grady hospital 
auxiliary, and Mrs. EF. L. Connally, treas- 
urer, and Mrs. N. P. Black, vice presi- 
dent, briefiy stated to the meeting the 
object of their visit, explaining that since 
their organization in 1894 they have raised 
and spent for the hospital more than 
39,000. 

They built the children's ward, which 
Was formally presented to the city and 
accepted by the mayor in May, 1897, as 4 
white children's ward. 

They have before and since then given 
monéy, necessary articles, religious ser- 
vices and things innumerable. 

In planning the work of the hospital 
the association bought a‘lot, 100 feet front 
on Butler street and 128 feet front on 
Jenkins, which completes the Butler 
street front of the hospital grounds. 

They have paid on this lot $1,650 and 
wish to give to the city all they have ac- 
quired provided the city will take up the 
debt of $3,850 now due on the property. 

The association does not wish to put 
the property on the market except to the 
city, as its whole life has been an aid to 
the hospitai and its work, but the associa- 
tion is unable to raise any more money 
to buy land for the city and believe that 
their generous proposition should be 
recognized by council. 

. Mr. Joseph Hirsch and Mr. E. W. Mar- 
tin, representing the board of trustees, 


indorsed the proposition of the ladies and 


explained the necessity of the lot to the 
Bospital, it being hecessary to protect the 
interests of the hospital by purchasing 


not only the lot owned by tne ladies, but 


that adjoining it. 

Dr. James G. Baird, in indorsing the 
proposition, explained that the lot was 
needed for the building of a home for 
nurses, it being necessary to provide for 
the latter before further additions to the 
hospital could be made. 

At present, he. explained, that portion 
of the’ bititding’ ffitended for an isolative 
ward has to be used by the nurses, “The 
nurses we must have,”’ he said, ‘‘or the 
hospital can not go on, and they must 
ba comfortably domiciled.”’ 

The members of the finance committee 
weré much interested in the proposition 


‘get forth by the ladies, and as the latter 


withdrew assured them a generous con- 
sideration of the matter put before them. 


History of the Work. 


The history cf the Grady hospital aux- 
iliary is 6ne that demonstrates the char- 
actefistic energy of Atlanta’s women 
philanthropists.: In 1894 they were char- 
tered to build the children's ward and 
the maternity ward of the hospital. The 
former they have already established as 
a monument to their effort and the lot 
which they now offer the city was pur- 
chased with their surplus fund. 

At the time the Order of Old-Fashioned 
was organized, and seeing the 
need there was for a maternity ward, 
they offered their services to the hospital 
for that purpose, and at once set to work 
to raise the necessary fund. / 

It became evident, however, that before 
a maternity ward was erected there would 


not 
only for the extra nurses necessary in the 
new ward, but for the number of nurses 
already required in the successful opera- 
tion of the hospital. 

In appreciation of that fact the ladies’ 
auxiliary of the Grady hospital made the 
offer of the lot they own to the council 
yesterday, their idea being that the 
nurses’ hore should be at once built and 
that their lot was the place for it. 

In case the city does not accept the ‘ot 
on the proposed terms, there is no doubt 
but that the good women of the auxiliarv 
will at once center their interest in the 
bullding of the nurses’ home, thus alding 
the city in the establishment of what is 
considered at present the most necessary 
addition to the hospital.
